' -The House Appropriations Committee 
on Tuesday voted to void the federal court 
ban on radioactive waste shipments to' the 
' Ididio National En^neering.^barotoiy ef- 
fective Oct 1.'; • ' 

The- victory for the^miclear Navy wos 
te mpere d by the condition that waste ship- 
ments can only resume if the state agrees 
or Defense Secretary Willian Pero' certi- 
fies that good-faith efforts to secure state 
approval failed. 

' . But that condition only slightly relieves 


the pressure the Navy has put the state un- 
der with its escalating campaign for con- 
. . gressional action on the grounds that na- 
,'tional security has been jeopardized by the 
shipment ban. Idaho won conlinuolion of 
the court ban until U.S. District Judge Ed- 
ward Lodge this fall resolves the stale 
challenge to federal claims that more waste 
can.be stored safely at INEL. 

And in his most candid comments yet 
about the bind the Navy strategy has pur ' 
him in. Gov. Phil Batt left little doubt he 
expects si resumption of dumping of the 
hi^Iy radioactive waste from the nation’s 


nuclear warships — dumping he says 90 
percent of Idaho residents oppose. 

“We can get very angiy at those people 
who are on the other side of this question, 
but the fact is they have a job to do,” Batt 
said during a listener call-in show on Boise 
radio station KIDO. 

"The nuclear Navy, one of the greatest 
success stories in the history of mankind 
regarding warfare, has to be. kept up in 
shape and ready for the national defense, 
and in order to do that it has to be refu- 
eled,” the governor said. “So they .have to 
put that spent fuel somewhere, and the 


only real place that they have that's pre- 
par^ to take it is in Idaho. 

"And that’s the unfonunaic fact," Batt 
conci;ded. 

The legislation, which must still be 
adopted by the full House and Senate, • 
would also permit' waste shipments 
through September 1996 if the existing! 
court ban is not liiled before then. 

Because the congressional override of- 
the court bon is tied to the Defense Depart- 
ment appropriation for the fiscal year that 
begins Oct. 1, it authority for the Navy to!

JEROME - Standing on an empty grav.-' 
el lot at 8 a.m., 12-year-old Erika Garcia 
wasn't sure she made the right decision to 
wake up at sunrise to watch the circus 
open. 

She quickly changed her mind when she 
spotted one' of the first white semi trucks, 
emblazoned "spiders, reptiles and snakes.” 
Later, Garcia stood in a crowd , watching 
1 7 elephants lumber out of their caravan. 

• “I have only seen onC othcF circus, when 
I was 3;" the Jerome girl said Tuesday 
morning, clutching her pocket camera. “J 
don’t remember any of it, so this should be 
pretty good.” 

About 30 carloads of people yawned • 
and crimed their necks to watch as the Car- 
son and Barnes Circus from Hugo, Oklai, 
worked its early morning magic. In two 
hours, workers transformed the vacant lot 
at Crossroads Ranch into an exotic display 
of animals and exhibits. 

It' took’ 32 workers and scven elcphants 
to erect a big top tent. First, animal han- 
dlers occasionally struck the elephants 
with sticks. The elephants then walked 
forward, dragging the tent poles at the 
ends of their chains and wedging the tent 
poles In the dirt ^ 

Circuses have drawn fire in the past 
from animal rights activists who critfeiz'e 
the captivity of thfrwild beasts. But circus- 
es aren't a.dying breed. In fact, the Magic

But U.S. Justice Department officials, in 
- interviews Tuesday, insisted that Koresh's 
commitment on April 14, spelled out jn a 
handwritten' letter, represented no real 
breakthrough and another delay tactic. 
They stressed that Koresh had broken a 
string of promises to turn himself in over, 
the course of the standoff. 

Byron A. Sage, the FBI special agent in 
charge of the-negotiations at Waco, said 
that Zimmerman and attorney Dick 
DeGuerin, had been “duped” by Koresh. 

.“They would like to believe that the rep- 
resentation of their client was presented to 
them in good faith;”. Sage said. In an inter- 
view. “Froip lengthy discussions with 
' them during the course of the riege, I think - 
they were just another' instrument used by 
David Koresh in a i»ttem of deception." .

Thunderstorms poured up to 3 inches of rain on the Ohio 
Valley Tuesday while temperatures sizzled from the South- 
west to the Southeast 

Thunderstorms developed across eastern Indiana and 
western Ohio during the mbmiog. 

The heaviest rain was in northwestern Ohio*. More than 3 
inches fell in about three hours hear St Johns, and about 3 
inches fell near Gutmari, south of Lima. 

Widespread sbowere and thunderstorms also were likely— 
from the eastern half of the Plains into the upper Midwest 
and the Great Lakes region, and thrdugh the Tennessee Val- 
ley to the southern Atlantic Coast 

A few scattered showets were possible in the Northwest os 
a storm moved ashore into southwestern Canada. 

A strong high pressure system covering (he Great Basin 


and the desert Southwest produced hot weather. Tempera- 
tures had olreody passed 100 degrees by 10 o.m. at Palm 
Springs, Thermal arid Blythe, Calif, and at Gilo Bend, Ariz. 

In Texas, Houston barely cooled off during the night with 
a low temperature of 78, tying the record for the dale set on 
an equally warm night in 1933. And during the aflemoon. 
Midland hit a record high of 104. 

Hot air also cove^ pons of' the SouthensL where Atlonta 
posted a record high of 102, and Crcenville-Spartanburg, 
S.C., tied its record at 99. 

Geoipahos had three weeks of little min and searing beat, ' 
with no relief likely for .another week, and crops and live- 
stock ore suffermg. 

"For some formers, it's going to be devastating if the heat 
continues,’* soid Don Koehler, executive director of the 
Geo^'a Peanut Commission. “It’s a fair assessment to say 
we’re going to lose 20 percent” of the crop. 


Report contends pesticides 
common in many baby foods

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pesticide residues in 
t^e leading baby food brands pose possible health 
risks to children though the levels are “wll below” 
government limits, environmental groups contended 
Tuesday. 

Baby food companies said ther^ was no need for 
alarm. 

■ Sixteen pesticides were found in eight difTcrent 
baby. foods from Gerber, Heinz and Beech-Nut, in- 
cluding possible carcinogens, neurotoxins and oth- 
ers that may disrupt the hormone system, the Envi- 
ronmental Working Croup and the National Cam- 
paign for Pesticide Policy Reform said in a report 

While acknowledging that the detected levels met 
federal standofeb, the report said the baby food "still 
contains residues of pesticides at levels that have not 
been shown to be safe for infants." 

The groups also said that any congressional action 
to repeal longstanding pesticide safety standards 
could allow even grMter amounts of harmful sub- 
stances into the nation’s supply of raw and pro- 
cessec^ foods. 

_ "I don't think we should have a food panic," cau- 
tioned Dr. Philip Landrigan, professor of pediatrics 
at Mount Sinai Medical Center in New York. *T- 
think baby food is very safe, but we have to do bet- ' 
ter than we’re doing." 

The National. Academy of Sciences reported in 


1993 that children arc more 'sensitive to p^icide ‘ 
residue on fhiits and vegetables than adults and that 
the government should do a better job of protecting 
them from that risk. But at the same time, die acade- 
my endorsed a diet for children that is rich in fruits 
and vegetables. .".'i 

The environmental groups called for a separate 'set- 
of pesticide standards that would apply to infants 
and young children. 

Spokesmen for Gerber, Heinz, Beech-Nut and the 
Nadonal Food Processors Association disputed the 
notion that children aren't adequately protected un-. . 
dcr current standards, noting that the Environmental ' 
Protection Agency considers infants and children 
when setting overall pesticide standards. 

"All Gerber baby foods are safe. You cannot 
make or buy a safer baby food.fory0H7TKibics,"said 
spokesman Von Hindes. He said Gerber's pesticide 
climiiMtion program examines the entire food pro- 
cess, including soil, seed, growth, harvest and pro- 
cessing. 

i ^Heinz and Beech-Nut also have stringent pro- 
gr^s to reduce the amount of pesticide residues in 
their products, company spokesmen said. 

Jars of applesauce, green, beans, peaches, pears, 
garden vegetables or peas-and-carrots, plums, 
squash and sweet potatoes were bought in Philadel- 
phia, Denver and Son Francisco, the report said.'-'

CHICAGO (AP) ■— Expanding outpatient health 
care could eliminate thousands of unnecessary and 
costly hospital stays for chronically ill people, a new 
study said.

. hospitalization ratps for five common chronic dis- 
eases in communities where residents said they had 
• poor access to mddical core. '' 

About one In four Americans has at least one of 
•I .the diseases — asthma, diabetes, high blood pres- 
, sure, congestive heart ftiilure and chionic lung dis- 
' , ease •— including chronic bronchitis and emphyse- 
. ma. 

I In 1990 alone, the five conditions accounted for 
more than 60,00d California hospital admissions, 
each costing about SIS.OOO, said Dr. Andrew B. 

I Bindman, associate professor of medicine and health 
'policy at the University of California, San 
^.Francisco. 

“That’s S7S0 million of unnecessary hospitaliza- 
tions,’’ said Bindman, lead researcher of the study 
. published in Wednesday’s Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

- All five diseases can cosily be treated on an outpa- 


tient basis, but patients who ihi! to get adequate care 
may. eventually need to be hospitalized, Bindman 
said. 

Using 1990 hospital discharge data, Bindman and 
colleagues ealculated the hospitalization rates for the 
five diseases in various urban communities. in 
Colifomio. ‘ , 

They then'asked 6,674 English- and SpaniiA-^; 


sp^ng adults ages 1 8 thtbugh 64 in those bomifla,^j 
nities to evaluate their access to health care.-. 

Communities where residents said they ha'd the . 
least access to health carb had the highest rates of 
hospitalization for each disease. Hospitalization 
rates for the five diseases ranged from 13 per 10,000 
residents to S9'pcr 10, 000, -the researchers said. 

Fifty percent of the variation in hospitalization 
roles among' communities was explained by how 
residents evaluated access to care, though other fac- 
tors pfayed lesser roles, Bindman said.

Congress probes bias 
charge against FDA 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 14- 
ycar-old boy accused the Food and 
Drug Administration Tuesday of try- 
ing to ban the only treatment for his 
brain tumor. 

He testified at a congressional 
probe of whether rogue FDA inspec- 
tors illegally retaliate against uncon- 
ventional medicine. 

"This i s an agency that believes it 
is a law unto itself,” Rep. Thomas 
Bliley, R-Va., said of the FDA. 
“What a sorry state of a/Eiirs.’’ 

Patients and medical manufactur- 
ers told a congressional subcommit- 
tee Tuesday that the FDA is block- 
ing lifesaving treatments through a 
systemic 'campaign of retaliation 
against companies and doctors. 

Paul Michaels of-Troy, Mich., was 
diagnosed with a deadly, inoperable 
brain tumor at age 4. His parents 
turned to an experimental drug,' 
allegedly a synthetic copy of bodily 
biochemicals that inhibit cell growth 
called antincoplaslons. But Dr. 
Slanislaw Burzynski of Houston 
started offering the drug a dccadd 
ago without federally approved clini- 
cal trials to prove it works. 

Although three FDA-approved 
studies now arc under way, FDA and 
Texas medical officials arc aggres- 
sively investigating Burzynski*s 
claims and whether he is Illegally 
'shipping unapproved drugs across 
the country. Burzynski denies any 
wrongdoing, but investigators have 
raided his clinic and threatened to 
shut it down, attorney Richard Jaffe 
told a House Commerce oversight 
subcommittee Tuesday. 
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Burzynski is being investigated by 
a grand jury for the fourth time. 

“It’s like I'm in a war against can- 
cer and the govemmcni keeps trying 
to take away the only wcap'^ I 
have," Paul told lawmakers, ^ying 
his brain tumor has decreased from 
three inches in -1987 to pea-sized 
today. . 

"The relentless stress the FDA has 
put Dr. Burzynski's patients through 
is unforgivable,"' Paul’s mother, 
Mary Michael, testified tearfully. 

FDA spokesman Jim O’Hara 
declined comment Tuesday because 
of the grand.jury probe, saying only 
that “wc take all of these (retaliation) 
allegations very seriously. 

FDA Commissioner David 
Kessler did not testify because the 
subcommittee didn’t tell him of the 
allegations in time for him to pre- 
pare. He asked, however, to testify 
within two weeks to give the FDA’s 
side. 

"This is not a witchhunt,’-' subcom- 
mittee Chairman Rep. Joe Barton, R- 
Texas, said, pledging to allow 
Kessler to d'cfdnd himself later.

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia added 
a little religion to the heavens 
Tuesday, delivering two icons to the 
Mir space station. 

The sacred paintings of St. 
Anastasia are supposed to encourage 
peace in the former Yugoslavia. 

The icons otrived on board a space 
ferry and were plaeed by cosmonauts 
A'li'atoly SoIovyS'P and I^kolar : 
Budarin on either side of a portrait of 
Yuri Ga^n, the world's first man in 
^poice. 

• St. Anastasia was killed In Serbia 
m the year 304 for refiising to give up 
per Christian fiiith, and is a saint in 
both the Catholic and Orthodox reli- 
gions. 

“St. Anastasia belongs to both the 
Catholic and Orthodox religion and 
symbolizes their closeness,” said 
Pyotr Chakhotin, the man behind the 
idea of sending the icons into space. 

"She is also considered the patron 
saint of Serbs and Croatians, and in 
’ sending the icons up, we ho{^ they 
would help bring p^cc and harmony 
to former Yugoslavia,” he said. Serbs 
are Orthodox and Croatians ore main- 
ly Roman Catholic. 

Chakhotin, who was bom in Paris 
of Russian parents, had devoted his 
life to spreading the word about St. 
Anastasia. He raised the possibility of 
sending the icons into space with a 
' friend who worked in Russia’s mis- 
sion control center outside Moscow.

Raymond, Tews stand out 
among list to fill vacant seat 


When Gov. Phil Bait picks a re- 
placement for departing state Sen. 
Joyce McRobcrts, hcMl be looking 
not only for someone who will serve 
the district well, but also for someonp 
who can hold the scat for the GOP in 
the next election. 

Of the five candidates who have 
submitted their names to the local 
Republican Central Committee, two 
seem most-likely to meet those re- 
. quirements: Filer rancher Gerald 
Tews and Twin Falls car dealer Roy 
Raymond. 

McRobcrts, R-Twin Falls, is step- 
ping down to accept an appointment 
from Batt as regional head of the 
Health and Welfare Department. The 
central committee will vote next 
week on (ts recommendation for her 
replacement. Traditionally, three 
names go to the governor, who 
makes the final choice. < 

Although all five candidates are 
reputable, reasonable individuals 
with solid resumes, Tews and Ray- 
mond stand out. 

Tews has more than 20 years of 
party and civic involvement behind 
him. He has been a cgunty planning 
commission member and has been 
involved in grazing and water issues. 
As a state senator, he would be an- 
other in the long line of fanners and 
ranchers who have helped keep the 
Idaho Legislature in touch with the 
state's agricultural roots. He would 
be a stable, thoughtful and frugal 
senator. . 

And so would Raymond. His civic 
involvement has been mostly^ on the 
economic-development side,' helping 


with local efforts to recruit job-creat- 
ing businesses. He serves on Batt’s 
economic stimulus committee, and 
he has chaired the Southern Idaho 
Economic Development Council. 

He also has solid Republican Party 
credentials, as a precinct leader, 
fund-raiser and campaign donoh But 
it's his business acumen that best 
recommends him. If voters want state 
government to be nm like a business, 
here’s a candidate who knows how. 

Under ordinary circumstances, an- 
■ other fhmt-runner for the seat would 
be state Rep. Doug Jopes of Filer. 
After 10 years in the House, Jones 
has the experience to be the natural 
choice. 

But Jones’ efTectiveness and value 
to his district have suffered in recent 
years. Apparently in disfavor with ' 
House leadership, he holds no com- 
mittee chairmanship despite his se- 
niority. And he came uncomfortably 
close to losing last year's GOP pri- 
mary. (Challenger Sue Burwcll might 
have bcaten'him if she had been will- 
ing to run a more combative cam- 
paign.) 

Jones is said to be unhappy in the 
House, but we see no indication that 
a move to the Senate would be in the 
long-term interests of his con- 
stituents. 

The other two announeed candi- 
dates, Gory Grindstaff and Rex Reed, 
ore decent and competent prospects. 
But Raymond and Tews are the can- 
didates best-suited to serve the dis- 
trict - and the party - well.

The more Bill Clinton and administration 
stooges plead that replaying the Waco 
shootout besmirches U.S. lawmen, the 
phonier their damage control sounds. 

What if inept sir controllers were causing 
jeuliner crashes? Or corrupt intemol Rev- 
enue Service agents letting zillionaire tax* 
payers oiT the hook? Wouldn’t airing the 
truth clean house and blow away paranoia? 

But with congressional hearings on Waco 
halfway home, yon eon understand the 
president’s thin skin about the screwup on 
his watch. 

Ypu.didn’t have to be a militia gun*toter 
or N^oddI Rifle Association zealot to sus- 
pect someone goofed, that there was a trag- 
ic dance. between wacko messioh David 
Koresh’ond macho law agents. 

The more you hear obout Waco, the in- 
competence, confusion and lies of those in 
charge of the Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms raid become sickeningly clear. 

■ Sometimes a witness speaks with such 
electrifying passion ond clarity, you know 
he’s spilling bitter truths' ond doling the 
lies. 

This one was Roben'Rodriguez, a brood- 
^ shouldered, dork-haired ATF agent for 1 8 
years. He was the undercover agent inside 
''the Waco compound who last saw and 
heard Koresh. 

. Recounting publicly for the first time 
those moments before the Feb. 28, 1993, 
raid, Rodriguez was often near tears. But he 
wasn’t bluffing when he looked bis former 
bosses in the eyes. Liars, he called them. 

Key question: Did the ATF honchos 
shrug off a warning that Koresh hod been 
tipp^ before they bulled ahead with the . 
raid? 

Rodriguez, who gained Koresh's confi- 
dence posing OS a college student, dramati- 
cally left no doubt he sent red flags flying. 

He remembered Koresh returning from s 
phone call “breathing real bard, sb^ng so. 
much he couldn’t hold the Bible." ■ 

Koresh lifted a window shade, peered out 
ond said, "They're coming, Robert This is 
our time. The ATF and National Guard 
aren’t going to get me, Robert.” 

- Undercover man Rt^guez rushed from 
the compound in near panic. He phoned an 
agent leading the raid, Chuck Sorabyn. 

“Chuck, Chuck, they know. They know, 
we're coming, Chuck,” he recalls saying.. 
Unable to convince Sorabyn, he rushed to > 
the ATF command post, but found the raid 
in progress. 

"I went outside and sat down and cried,’* 
said Rodriguez, stunned when told four 
agents were killed, 20 wounded.'

Rodriguez nodded at bis ex-bosses Sarat^ 
and Phillip Chojiucki. ‘Thn’ve publicly 
lied obourit But I'll remember my words 
to my dying Hay." .

But a deadly mistake isn't necessarily 
punished in the Washington bureaucracy. 
The raid’s ATP orchestraters, Sorabyn and 
Chojnacki, were fired, then rehired with 
back pay. Another galling mystery. 

The Waco script, in hindsij^t, gets doric- 
er. Texas social worker Joyce Sporks, who 
spent hours inside the Waco compound . 
where Koresh prattled of biblicol 
firestonns, also tried to steer ATF guys off 
their SWAT-style assault. 

“They’ll get their giins and kill you," 
Sparks told the ATF. Nobody paid atten- 
tion. 

“Thev .wouldn’t listen. They were above 
' it," said Sparks. “Once the raid startedi, the 
fire was inevitable. The children were go-

When ninja-suited raiders leaped out of 
cattle cars th^ used for camouflage, bullets 
flew from inside the' compound, insist ATF 
guys. • . • 

"I know the sound of AK-47’s,” said ' 

Vietnam vet William Buford, wounded in ' 
the raid. "It was an ambush." 

Poignantly, Buford added, “We wanted 
to protect the children. Wc were going to 
bring them 'Happy Meals' from McDon- 
ald’s." 

Instead, 51 days later, children were al- 
most half those perishing in Waco’s flames..- 
Nagging question; Why not arrest Koresh 
on the street instead of a door-boshing raid? 

Astonished, the ATF’s Chojnacki said, 
"Well, we would still have had to go get the . . 
guns.” But cx-ATF dcputiy Dan Harnett 
had the ultimate twist: Blame the media. 

“For 20 years. I’ve seen the media in- 
volved in these situations,” said Hamctt an- 
grily. “If that TV camerman hadn’t tipped 
them ofl; not a shot would have been fired." ■ 

Maybe. But it’s usually ATF, FBI or drug 
agents who invite TV crews to film what 
will presumably be a glorious P.R. event

COUNCIL (AP) — The upcom- 
ing Council Mountain Festival 'will 
mean a lot more to the Adams 
County town than.hot'air balloon 
rides, street dances and funnel cakes.

Companies and individuals have 
been lining up to sponsor the festi- 
val, and a planned celebrity golf 
tournament is almost full. 
Meanwhile, the city is close to 
obtaining the old sawmill property 
from Boise Cascade. The plan is to 
create an industrial pork by dividing 
the 75-acre site into 5-acre paicels. 

•Things are looking good," Mayor 
Roy Grossen said. T feel real posi- 
tive. There are a lot of good people 
in Idaho." 

The first tenant of the planned 
research park may be Clearwater 
Research Inc. of Boise, which wants 
to open an olHce in Council that 


would provide 50 to 60 jobs. 

But not all the news is' good. The 
federal Economic Development 
Administration notified the city on 
July 18 that it was rejecting 
Council's $1 million grant proposal 
because it included money ibr inter- 
im money for interim home mort- 
gage stabilization loans for dislocat- 
ed workers. 

Grossen said a revised grant pro- 
posal was submitted last Friday. 

Officials ore still awaiting word on 
a $200,000 economic grant request 
submitted to the Idaho Department 
of Commerce. That money would be 
used to recruit and assist new busi- 
nesses, promote expansion of exist- 
ing businesses, develop a tourism 
and mreation program, benefit the 
Council Community Hospital and 
school district and develop on Indus- ^ 
trial park. 

Aflcr Boise Cascade announced in 
January that it would close the 
Council mill, Grossen named on 1 1- 
member panel to put together a 
strategic plan. It built on on existing 
plan by the Adams County 
Development Coip. 

The 160-page report, which v^os. 
included, in the grant proposals, said 
the mill closure meant $2.7 million 
in lost payroll otid about $34,000 in 
property taxes that would no longer 
be collected.

High court overturns ruling 
on warrantless search of car 


BOISE (AP) — An Idaho sherifPs 
officer was wrong to order a woirant- 
lera search of a car where a gun was 
fo’und that resulted in o firearms 
charge- against a Pennsylvania parole 
violator, the Idaho Supreme Court 
ruled. 

The unanimous decision on 
Tuesday overturned rulings by 1st 
District Judge Gory Homan and the 
Idoho Court of Appeals- against 
Walter Weaver, who was stopped 
Oct 1, 1992, in Coeur d’Alene after 
hiiling to maintain contact with his 
Pennsylvania parole officer on a bur- 
sary conviction. 

Kootenai County Sheriff Sgt^ 
Kenneth Sopher ordered the contents 
of the cor inventoried after arresting 
Weaver on the Pennsylvania worranL 
Weaver’s mtriher also was in the car, 
but Sopher determined it should be., 
impounded and its comems could' 


invcnloried4>ctausc Pearl Weaver -r- 
who was over 70 years old — 
appeared unable to drive the vehicle. 

A gun was found under the spare 
tire in the trunk of the car.'and 
Weaver later entered a conditional 
plea to a charge of unlawful possesr 
sion of a firearm by a felon. 
However, he reserved the ri^ht to 
appeal^he denial of his motion to 
suppr^ the gun as evidence again^ 
. him. 

Weaver argued that the warrantless 
search was uncon^tutional. But both 
Homan and the Court of Appeals dis- 
agreed, ruling. that it was reasonable 
' for Sopher io conclude at the time 
that he should impound the car 
becaura.Mrs. Weaver was physiially 
incapable of driving iL . 

Since the impoundment was justi- 
fied, the lower, courts said, a search to 
inventory the car’s contents was rea- 


sonable pursuant to standard police 
procedures. 

But the Supreme Court said the 
impoundment was unreasonable so 
the search was unjustified. 

Information readily available to 
Sopher at the time showed that Mrs. 
Weaver owned the car, had a driver’s 
license and claimed to be able to 
drive, eliminating the need for 
impoundment, the high court said. 

“Based on this information, Sgt. 
Sopher testified that, under the i»U- 
cies of the Kootenai County ShmfTs 
^ Oepartament, he, would no.t have 
authority to impound the car,*-' Chief 
Justice Charles McDevitt! said. 

- “However. Sgt. Sopher did not dis- 
cover this infonnation until aRer he 
impounded the vehicle and ordered 
an inventory search because he did 
not moke any inquiries before decid- 
ing to impound the vehicle.” .

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Batt sees huge impact on school funding if credit is OKd 


BOISE (AP) - While refusing to take a 
position on the question, Gov. Phil Batt on 
-Tuesday-said he fears a proposed initiative 
giving q state income tax credit tp parents 
whose children are schooled at home or in 
private institutfons will seriously affect 
public school-financing. 

“1 have stated many times that I believe 
involving the private sector further in edu* 
cation is a very good goal and private edu- 
cation and even home-schooling have a 
good record in achievement in this state, 
and I would like .to encourage those activi- 
ties.*’ Batt said during a call-in radio show 
on KIDO in Boise. 

*‘But it would have a very serious 
impact on our school funding, and I agree 




with Attorney General Lance that we 
should proceed cautiously in that area," 
the governor said. 

A day earlier. Attorney General Alan 


Lance said his legal analysis suggested 
that the SSOO-a-child income tax credit 
would probably withstand state and feder- 
al constitutional challenges because unlike 
voucher plans it provides the benefit 
directly to the parents and not to a private 
or religious schooI>.' 

He did say that there were a number of 
other potential legal problems with. the 
proposition that Idaho Citizens Alliance 
Kelly Walton should address before sub-- 
mitting the initiative for a ballot title in 
mid-August. 

Walton called Lance’s suggestions, 
“very minor and hove nothing to do with 
the actual bill." 

At the same time, Walton blasted Batt 


for not endorsing any of the four 1996 
family value initiatives the alliance has 
proposed and specifically cited the tax 
credit for parents whose children do not 
use public schools. 

He said that would go a long wiiy 
toward easing overcrowded conditions in 
the public school system ~ conditions that 
have contributed greatly to the backlog in 
public school maintenance and construc- 
tion that is approaching $I billion. 

“I'm not taking a position," Batt replied 
on Tuesday, “and 1 won’t until it qualifies 
for the ballot." . .. 

The alliance must submit 4 1 ,335 registo/’ 
voter signatures by July S to put the issue 
on the 1996 ballot. 


Batt also poured cold, water on Icgisla- ‘ 
live proposals for state assistance to 
school districts in addressing building, 
needs. That' responsibility now completely 
lies with district property taxpayers, and 
while the opposition to property taxes in 
most places remains in the minority, it is 
still strong enough to come up with just 
the one-third needed to frustrate building 
bonds. 

"I do know we know we have some 
school buildings which need to be 
replaced,” Batt said. "It’s difilcull to puss'” 
these bonds at times. Usually if they take 
another shot at it and trim their sails a lit- 
tle bit they get it passed. 1 think that’s 
probobly the best system we have going." 


Clime turns profit for Miiii-Cassia jail

BURLEY - Rertling out bed space 
at the Mini-Cassia jail is saving tax 
dollars, aceording-to the jail’s 
administrator. ' 

The jail has banked S13S.OOO 
already this year from renting out 
prisoner space to other agencies, 
according to Dermis Dexter, Mini-' 
Cassia Criminal Justice Center 
adihinistrator. 


"It’s not costing tax payers that 
much money to run that big of jaif,’* 
Dexter said. 

' The jail exceeded its $900,000 
revenue goal last year and saved 
5100,000 in tax dollars, Dexter said.. 
Its operating budget for 1995 is 
SI. 2' million, pexter said. Half of 
that was expected to be offsets.by ' 
profits from renting out beds, tie 
said. But profits already have totaled 
$735,000 this year, and officials 
hope to reach the 5900,000 marie as 


they did in 1994, Duter said. * ' 

They expected to in less rev- 
enue this year, becausli^f expanded 
and new facilities in Aaa and 
Bannock counties, Dexter sold. But 
prisoners have kept rolling through 
Mini-Cassia, with the jail renting out 
space to 15 other agencies, he said. 

It costs Mini-Cassia. $39 a day to 
hold a prisoner, Dexter said. The 
state pays $35 a day to hold prison- 
ers here, while other counties arc 
charged $45 a day, he said. The dif- 


ferences in fees offset each other, he 
said. 

The 170-bed Jail holds an average 
df 134 prisoners a day, Dexter said. 
About naif of those are from other 
agencies across the state, he said. 

The jail, which opened in 
December 1991, was designed so 
large to accommodate grov^ with- 
out having to expand, Dexter said. 
The old Cassia County jail reached 
capacity nearly five years sooner 
than expected, he said.

A1 Hendrix regains rights to son Jimi’s songs 


SEATTLE (AP) — Jimi Hendrix’s father will 
regain the rights to his late rock star son’s prolific 
musical legacy under a court settlement announced 
Tuesday. 

The music, merchandising andl related rights ore. 
worth $80 million to $90 million, said O. Yale 
Lewis, a lawyer for A1 Hendrix. 

“I’m so elated that it’s all over with,’’ Hendrix, a 
76-ycar-old retired gardener, told a news conference. 
“The money's OK too but getting Jimi’s music 
back, that’s what was really important" 

Under an a^i^ent negotiated in U.S. District 
Court, A1 Hendrix will pay on undisclosed amount 
to the corporations that have controlled the rights to 
his son’s psychedelic songs and music for the past 
20 years. 

' In exchange, the g^p of corporations will sur- 
render all their affiliations with Jimi Hendrix and his 
music (0 A1 Hendri^ lawyers for both sides said. 

“Our clients felt it best to move on." said Michael 
Rosenfeld; a Los Angcles-baM attorney who repre- 
sented the corporations. “It seemed the prudent tUng 
to do.” 

Lewis ttlu^ to say how much the elder Hendrix 
. would pay, saying only the payment is ’’yeiy small” 
and not related to the irelue of Jimi’s lega^.

His albums are widely considered some of the 
most influential recordings in contemporary music. 

Hendrix suffocated in London in 1 970 offer taking 
an overdose of sleeping pills. AI Hendrix was 
named his sole heir. 

In 1993, the elder Hendrix filed suit against Leo 
Branlon Jr. of Los Angeles, legal counsel and family 
friend since Jimi’s death. The guitar virtuoso's 
father claimed Branton sold his son’s legacy without 
his knowledge, in effect bilking the father of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Branton and the corporate defendants contended 
Al Hendrix sold the rights voluntarily in the 1 970s. 

In those transactions, Jimi Hendrix's publishing 
catalog, which was coming about $500,000 annual- 
ly at the time, was sold for a one-time fee of 
$50,000. His unmastered tapes, estimated at 
between 500 and 800 reels of music, were sold for 
SSO,000 as well. 

In 1993, MCA Entertainment Group offered the 
corporqdons as much os $60 million-to purchase the 
ri^^ to Hendrix’s music and image, Lewis said last 
year. 

Under terms of the agreement, Branton will buy 
back two pieces of real estate from Hendrix for on 
undisclos^ amount. Branton's role in managing the 
legacy will end. . 

“Thc'main thing (Branton) comes out with is his 
good name,” said Mcl Simburg, Branton’s Seattle- 
based ottomey. “The lawsuit made a number of alle- 
gations which were damaging to his reputation and 
what this settlement does is present an amicable res- 
olution to those issues.”.

Continued from B1 
ers at the public’s expense. 

“I can’t see that whatsoever,” 
Brewer said. The act “does lengthen 
the permit, but that’s just good busi- 
ness. It’s putting some stability back 
in. 

“Basically, it’s giving us some 
stability in a long-term process so 
_ we can go ahead and make some 
” long-term plans. We’re very hesitant 
to put money into range improve- 
ments if it looks like, in a year, or 
two, or three, we’re not able to 
renew that lease.” 

The bill greatly limits the amount 
of environmental analysis that can 
be done on federal rangelands, and 
strips non^ranchera of the right to 
appeal grazing decisiotu, critics say. 


"Wc wouldn’t be notified of deci- 
sions and we couldn’t appeal," 
Kincannon said. “The only people 
who can appeal would be ranchers - 
and that effectively cuts me out of 
just about everything on public 
lands issues.” 

Not true, said Craig’s aide.

“If there are areas of concern, get 
with the permittees,” he advised. "If 


(concerned people) will do it on a 
parcel-by-parccl basis, I think they'll 
be pleasantly surprised with how 
willing (ranchers) arc willing to 
work with them." 

The public deserves more than 
just ranchers' indulgence when there 
arc decisions to be made affecting 
the use of public lands for private 
profit. Rose and Kincannon said. 

“No one should be allowed to 
dominate the process," Rose said, 
because “the number and kinds of 
people wc deal with is expanding all 
the time, 

“They may be hikers, they may be 
bird hunters, they may be anybody - 
but this act stops them dead in their 
tracks," Rose said. “Those people 
would be locked out of the process.”

Reasons for composting pile up 
quickly: Landfills fill. Trash pick-up 
costs rise. It's good for the soil. It’s

You grew it - why not keep it? 

Composting is,, in a nutshell, a 
pile of grass, leaves, orange peels 
and an^hing else of the vegctiible 
. variety- that brcaks.down to renew 
- the earth. Mother Nature's been 
doing it for centuries. 

Ever seen a forest floor? Rjch, 
damp soil. No weeds. 

Seattle started o home-composl- 
ing program in 1989, setting out 
thousands of compost bins for 
homeowners. Curbside pick-up 
diverted almost 50,000 tons of yard 
waste from Seattle’s landfill in 
1990. Finished compost is sold to

- Composting is, says Consumer 
Reports, “One of the few painless 
ways a society can dispose of 
wastes. No wonder its popularity is 
on the rise." 

And composting is simple. The 
bacteria that chew the large chunks 
into small chunks prefer a mixture 
of 50 to 75 percent brown material, 
such as dried leaves, gross and old 
prunings. The other 25 to 50 percent ' 
shoqld be made up of recent prun- 
ings, leaves and iVeshly-cut grass. 
Shredding materials into halfiinch 
pieces spe^ thing up. 

Composts can cook in an open 
pile, but without a little help from 
the gardener, it often turns into a 
“passive" pile and doesn't heat up 
enough to quickly break down 
wastes. It can even harbor a few 
garden miscreants, such as earwigs. 


But a properly cooking compost - 
pile will heat up to 130 to 140 
degrees when the bacteria get cook^ ' 
ing. Take the compost’s temperature 
with a long meat thermometer. 
'Allow the pilcio cook’nt-that-rate - 
for a week or two. If things aren't 
healing up, more water may be 
called for. Or brown or green ingre;- 
dients. Or maybe a little insulation. 
Experiment to sec what works. ' , 

Ixt the cooked compost cool for a 
couple ofwccks. Compost that's not ' 
quite mature can contain plant- 
killing acids, says Consumer 
Reports. Test it out with a feW . 
radish seeds. 

Use the finished product for 
mulch or soil 'additive. Keep in 
mind that, if compost grows seeds 
well, it isn't likely to keep weeds 
out of the garden. But it will contin- 
ue to decay, improve tilth and add 
bacteria and nutrients to the soil.

However, the preparation should be 
. done as close to the departure date 
as possible, whereas the re-acquain- 
tance con be staggered over several 
days.

First, feed plants an organic fertil- 
izer with a.formula whose numbers^

ents — nitrogen, phosphorous and 
■ potassium (N-P-K) — is best. 

Granular or powder forms of this 
fertilizer can be sprinkled liberally 
around plants, tinder mulch. Water- 
soluble fertilizers should be mixed 
in recommended amounts and 
applied when plants are watered. 

Nutrient boosting is the first step in 
making sure the garden not only su^ 
vives but also thrives while the 
grower is gone.

No progress in NBA contract talks

NEW YORK — The resumption of con- 
tract talks between the NBA and union lead- 
ers produced no progress Tuesday, and a 
-member of the union’s negotiating team quit - 
amid a dispute over how much money the 
league is m^ng. 

Russ Granik, the league’s deputy com- 
missioner, said the league made some con- 
cessions to the players, but there is on 
"overwhelming” ^If between the two sides 
on the contentious issue of a luxury tax. ^ 

.. Simon Gourdine, executive director of the 
union, says he has a "clear mandate" from 


the players to eliminate the luxury tox alto- 
gether. Gourdine faces problems not only 
from the league’s ncgotiotois and dissident 
players, but from one ofbis consultants. On 
Tuesday, he accepted the resignation of W. . 

-Charles Bennett, a financial consultant for 
the NBA Players Association taring the ne- 
gotiations. 

At issue was a reported 41 pereent decline 
in league income from $195 million in 
1992-93 to $115 million, last season that 
Gourdine cited in a letter to ployers explain- 
ing union concessions in die bargaining. 
Bennett denied ever performing such on 
anolysis and in his resignation letter said, "I 


■have ho basis for believing that the conclur 
sioh of declining profits in the NBA is cor-

In a strongly worded letter to Bennett, 
Gourdine accused the consultant of a "very 
serious breach of trust and ethics" for mis- 
representing the NBA teams’ revenues. “If 
you knew something, that we didn't, we 
wish you would have brought it to our atten- 
tion earlier. Given your and our substantial 
review of all available data, we were con- 
vinced that the owners were paying out 
money at a much greater rate than they were 
taking in revenues, and we had to address 
that reality in bargaining."

Gontracts for top Utah coaches dribble in following ruling 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — More con- 
tract information about Utah's top college 
coaches has dribbled into the public arena 
following a State Records Committee ruling 
ogainst Utah State University. 

The state schools had previously released 
. salary information about their coaches — 
including income from nonstate sources — 
but they had refused to disclose the full 
terms of the coaches’ contracts. 

The Herald Journal newspaper in Logan 
appealed USU’s refusal and won a unani- 
mous decision from the State Records 
Committee last Tuesday. 

Brigham Young University, which is 
owned by the Mormon Church, declined to 
release contract information with its coach- 
es. • «. 

University of Utah head basketball coach 


Rick Majerus has a “guaranteed” base salary 
of $300,000, including $90,000 from the 
university, $80,000 .^m TV and radio 
sources and a $13O,OO0^onnual supplement 
from private donations." 

■ He gets free use of an automobile, free 
season tickets to all university sporting 
events and a paid membership to a health or 
social club. 

The contract allows Majerus to engage in 
outside employment, such as basketball 
camps and clinics, radio and TV appear- 
ances. and athletic shoe and apparel endorse- 
ments. 

If Majerus quits before the contract 
expires on July 31, 1996, the pact prohibits 
him from taking a head coaching job with 
any other Division 1 school for a year after 
the termination. ■ j 


Head football coach Ron McBride, who 
renegotiated a Eve-year contract with the U 
of U in January, has a guaranteed base salary 
of $120,000 plus a minimum of $65,000 for 
TV and radio work. 

McBride gets an extra $10,000 for win- 
ning eight games in a season or taking the 
Ules to a post-season game and $20,000 for 
winning the WAC chimpionship or reaching 
the Holiday Bowl.

Weber Slate University's contract with 
head basketball coach Ron Abegglen shows 
on annual salary of $86,135. Under terms of 
the new contract signed in March, Abegglen - 
gets between $500 and $5,000 for winning 
important games, with the highest bonus for ' 
taking his team to the “Final Four” of the 
NCAA tournament. 

WSU pays the coach a $1,000 incentive 
for each year thot 75 percent or more of the 


student athletes graduate within five years of 
enrollment. 

WSU women's basketball coach Carla 
Taylor's contract lists a salary of $42,070. 
Her incentives arc also roughly*half whot 
Abegglen gets. 

Football coach Dave Arslanian's base pay 
is $56,876 pins bonuses for winning big .

WASHINGTON — Fresh reports 
show the economy growing moder* 
otely without stirring inflation. 

Existing-home sales rose in Juno 
for a second straight month and em- 
ployment costs increased at the 
slowest pace on record. 

• The reports came Tuesday as a 
hew survey showed a rebound in 
consumer confidence in the econo- 
my in July that included expanded 
plans to purehose homes and cars. 

In June, sales of previously owned 
homes jumped 6.5 percent to a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 3.78 
million, highest since a 3.82 million 
rate last October, the National Asso- 
ciation of Realtors repotted. 

At the same lime, the Labor De- 
. panment said its Employment Cost 
Index advanced just 2.9 percent in
